Reasons for Prompt ‘Action. 


——— i 

The subject of Free Port and Con- 
federation has been tolerably well 
‘ventilated; and we may venture to 
assume that there is a veyy general, 
almost unanimous feeling in favor ‘ot 
the theory we have begn advocating. 
Proceeding upon that assumption, 
‘ the object of the present article is to 
presént some fresh reasons for jm- 
mediate action in this important mat- 
ter. It will have been observed by. 
recent Eastern despatches, that the 
United States Government. has: be- 
come thoroughly alive: to the impo-t- 
ance of establishing reciprocal com-~ 
mercial relations with the Canadians. 


addressed -an official letter to the 
British Minister at Washington, on 
the subject, recommending a renewal 
of negotiations for an arrangement of 
_ trade with Canada, and: inviting Mr. 
Thornton’s co-operation, and it was 
added ‘that it was expected Canadian 
delegates would arrive immediately 
at Washington to confer’ with the 
British Minister, in relation to'a Con- 
yention.. There is every ‘reason to 
apprehend that. the people of the 
Pacific States and Territories of ‘the 
American Union will be strongly op- 
posed to'the policy ot establishing a 
Free Port here, and it is not unlikely 
that they would wish to see the opera- 
tions of any Reciprocity Treaty that 
may be ‘negotiated confined to the 
Eastern side of the Rocky Mountains. 
"They know fall well what a Free 
Port tor the Dominion on the Pacific 
means. If some of our own people 
fre blind to the influence it would 


exert upon the commerce. of the 


coast, the Americans are not. It is 
reasonable to presume that inflaences 
will be brought. to bear upon the 
American Government, in the course 
of these negotiations, with a view to 
inserting, as a conditigh, that. there 
shall. not be a Free Port here, and, 
- possibly, that the Reciprocity Treaty 
shall not extend over this Colony ; 
- and it is not altogether unreasonable 
_to suppose the possibility “of* the 
Canadian ' Government being en- 
trapped into conceding such a con- 
dition, should swe renfain silent 
and inactive upon the svbject.- It 
- isiin view of these facts that we 
feel most solicitous that the Canadian 
Government, and tke Imperial Gov- 
ernment, too, should be at once made 
to understand the real, position and 


“wishes of this Colony, that they should, 


be made to- see that a Free Port here 
is no less true national policy, than it 
is a local necessity, and that they 
‘should be made to understand all this 
“before any attempt can be made to 
‘get them committed Lo a contrary 


pohey. How is this to be done? What. 


form shall the action take? Let the 
Chamber of Commerce meet -at once 
and prepare an Address to the new 
Governor, taking strong ground, and, 
through him, stating their case to the 
Imperial and Dominion Governments. 
Let the Commission appointed by the 
late Governor to revise the Customs 
Tariff report to the new Governor, 
Strongly recommending ‘the Free 
Port, as essential to local prosperity, 


all the-more'so in view of Conféder- 


ation, and let that body also ask the 


Governor to bring immediate pressure | 


_ to bear in the right quarter. The 
Tariff Comminissioners have an especial 
right to take this subject in hand. It 
would, in fact, appear to be one that 


~ peculiarly falls within the scope of 


_ their duty, and any representations 
they may make upon it would be enti- 
tled to the greatest consideration. 
Under all the circumstances, ‘and in 
view of possible consequences, we 
canhot too strongly urge upon the 

' gentlemen composing the - bodies to 

: whet allusion has been made, the ne- 
cessity for prompt and decisive action, 
so that no delay need océur after the 
arrival of the new}Governor ; and we 
would venture to npmind those gentle- 
men of the grave responsibility thus 
resting upon them, in connection 
with this subject. :

costly and flaunting compliances with fash- 
ion by those who boast of supérior wealth and 
manners. ¥ a 

We shall leave our gewgawed devotees to 
reconcile. hnmiliation of worship with | vanity 
of dress. That is a problem which we-con- 
fess we have neither the-right or the capi- 
city to solve.: It must be left to the consciénce 
of the bedizened worshiper, aided by the skill- 
ful casuistry of her theological director. How 
tar fixe clothes may effect the personal piety 
of the devetee we donot pretend even to con- 


jecture ; but we have a very decided opiuien| 
in regard to their influence upon ‘the religion | 


of others. The fact is, that our churches are 
so fluttering with birds of fine feather, that ne 
sorry fowl will venture in. It-is impossible for 
poverty in rags and patches, dr even in decent: 


but humble costume, to take’.a seat, if it| 


should be so fortunate as to find A place, * by 
the side of wealth in brocade and brogdecloth. 
Tue poor are so awed by the pretension of su- 
perior dress and “the proud man’s contumely,”’ 
that they naturally avoid too close a proxim. 
ity to them. 

The ghurch being the only place on this 
side of the grave designed forthe rich and the 
poor to meet together in equal prostration be- 
fore God, it certainly should always be kept 
free for this common humiliation and brother- 
hood. Itis° so in most of the churches of 
Europe, where the beggars in rags and wretch- 
edness and the wealthiest ‘and most eminent, 
whose appropriate soberity’ of dress leaves 
them without mark of external distinction, 
kneel down together, equalized by a common 
humiliation, before the only Supreme Being. 
The adgption of a more simple attire for 
church on the part of the rich in this country 
would have the effect, certainly not of dimin- 
ishing their own personal piety, but probably 
of increasing the disposition for religion on 
the part of the poor. Want of fine dress would 
‘no longer, as it is now, be the common mo- 
tive fur staying away from the houses of wor- 
ship, and these- would become the common 
places of assemblage, as on the continent. of 
Europe, for the-poor and rich. The result 
.would-not only be favorable to general piety 
but to social harmony, since the union of ail 
classes On one day of the week, at least, 
would tend to level all artificial barriers of 
separation. | 

‘* The distinctions of civil life,” says Paley, 
in one of his most admired passages, ‘‘ are 
almost always insisted upon too much and ur- 
ged too far. Whatever, therefore, conduces 
to restore the level, by qualifying the disposi~ 
tions which grow out of great elevation or de- 
pression of rank, improves the character on 
both sides. Now things are made to appear 
little by being placed beside what is. great. 
In which manner superiorities, that occupy

Then the trades people of Windsor are 
allowed to vai the shrine. The 
common people loved the Prince very 
much, and they had reason to, for he 
was a kind master. In a portion of 
the“royal grounds Prince Albert laid 
out his model farm. He erected superb 
buildings and introduced all modern 
improvements, tried all modern ex- 

eriments,and gave the country the 
Penefits of hisexpetience.

It will be an excellent medium, 
which you may use to great advantage if you 
will. If a f¢w of your best men out there 
would torm themselves into a sort of auxiliary 
association, ‘and put themselves in regular 
eommunication with the head Society here, 
very much jiractical good might come out of 


-it. I have ventured to throw out the sugges- 


tion, which your local readers can take for 
what itis worth. ; 

I noticed 4 report in the Colony some. time 
since, to the effect that. Mr. Birch, formerly 
Colonial secfetary for the, Mainland ‘€olony, 
was likely to beyour next Governor. I have 
reason to think there is no truth in it. Who- 
ever your next Governor may be, his chief 
mission willbe to co-operate with the Cana 
dian-Government in completing Confederation, 
That done; should-he piay his part with credit, 
and to the satisfaction of the Imperial author- 
ities, who ‘mean Confederation,” he will give 
place to an appointee from Ottawa, and get a 
more important post in the service, some- 
where else. I should imagine, however, that 
the task of iftroducing Britannia’s youngest 
child into the great domestic circle will fall to 
the lot of your present. Governor. ‘Should no 
hitch occur to retard the admission and organ- 
ization of the Northwest Territory, it is not 
impossible [that the ‘admission of your 
Colony may take place during the administras 
tion ef Mr. Seymour.
